“To amend Section 10, of Article x, | 
by. authorizing the State to. borrow 
money to be used for: highway -pur- 
poses, and,toi issue bonds, therefor, it 
being- proposed-that’ -saitt~ -section—be 

“Section 10.. The state may contract 
debts to-meet deficits in revenue, but 
such debts shall not in the aggregate at 
any time, exceed two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars. The state may also 
contract debts to. repel invasion, sup- 
press insurrection, defend the state or 
aid the United States in time of war. 
The money so raised shall be applied 
to the purposes for which it is raised or
